That aclf-tame " separation" which will 
bring to Jta claimants little more than j 
imaginary advantage, will aecare in i tie 
Minuter the solid and laitiitp, advhitUttcn 
of patronage. They tee ih it a shadowy 
something which they call independence . 
lie teei in it the gotdfii realities of office — 
the Song list uf aepsttintnU whose ur li- 
poid heads and subaltern* will be of hi* 
appointment, and be hit creatures. To 
him, therefore, the bargain will be a ca- 
pital one — all gain, withuul loss or draw- 
back of any kind | and audi a bargain it 
it not in itattlmin 'i nature to Jet line. 

We have intimated that the only con- 
aideratiuus for which the people of the 
northern section* are at all avtrie tu 
" separation," are Lhose uf a pn'i/ital na 
tuie. Wt Wise.* ih»t, in the telationi uf 
cloniei to the parent state, cutumal union 
n colonial strength [ and (hat in Ibis ai 
in mtut other instance:,, to divide is to 
cripple. We believe that United Canada 
ha* tenfold more influence Over the iu- 
preme cuuucili of the empire than ever 
was or ever could have been exercised by 
either uf the Canadaa sing I y ; ju.il a* the 
United Kingdom of tireat Britain and 
Ireland hu more influence overall foreign 
potentate*, and throughout the world, than 
ever waa or ever could have been eier- 
ciaed by England, Scotland, or Ireland, 
ingly. And we beliert, prrn muair, that 
the united Auatraliu would lie equally 
•uperiui to what either of the Australia's 
is or erer can be aiagty. Wt believe, for 
rump]*, that were alt the Australia) 
united nndtr one ««-,tnd goTtmnient, 
Irgitlative and eiecutive, they would soon 
wtins from Parliament, at United Canada 
haa already wrung, the concession of that 
great constitutional right, the administra- 
tion of the public lands and of the terri- 
torial revenue. The Minister himself is 
well aware of ihii; and, therefore, what 
with the kit of patronage, and what with 
th* policy of i trying Join the political 
strength of the culonict, he will have 
ample inducement lo give to Port Phillip 
her coveted toy.

We atrtwer, must undoubtedly il doei, as 
we should have lliouglilevery body knew. 
sVhal it it but Ihii itlf-ltvellinK 
principle that pours upon the ahores 
of Kngland, evrry autumn, thou ■ 
landa upon thousand* of poor frijh 
labuurtrt, who croas the Channel in 
uuest of employment in tbe in- gathering 
of harvest 1 Nay, to what but (his prin- 
ciple is emigration i tat If owing ? How il 
it that tcorei of thoutanda annually quit 
the British toil for America, Australia, 
and eleewhere, but that in Britain labour 
is redundant, and in the other countries 
deficient T And on this self- same prin- 
ciple, labour will ever find its brvrl in 
these colonics. If wages be much higher 
in one of (hem than in the others, to that 
one will labourers Hock ; and it hen, by- 
over -crowding that ont, wagea come down 
there, and gel up in thereat, back will 
the inpernuoui * *ten roll, and again tint] 
their Intel, Take from the northern sec- 
lion, of New bWh Wales their means of 
importing labour from Great Britain and 
Ireland direct, and gtre to Australia Felix 
an absolute monopoly uf such meant, 
and what will bt tbe result 1 Why, in 
tht first place, wages will rapidly rue in 
th* ont province, and at tapirjly fall in the 
other ; the lidinga of this a Her rut inn will 
Hy on the wingt of the wind ; and the in- 
tillable consequence will be, that by sea 
or by land, by book or by crook, 
thr immigraiiu imported iuto Port 
Phillip at an tnormoui expe oae, and 
fur bier own exclusive benefit, will 
came tMiapuig to Sydney until our 
deficiencies shall have baen supplied — 
I our rates of wages shall haft beeu
